SUTHERLAND COMMUNITY CENTER 



1903-1946 

The building now known as the Sutherland Community 
Center was completed and equipped at a cost of S36,000 by the 
Vermont Marble Comj^any. It was designed by Mr. Rockwell, 
the Company architect. The building houses game rooms, 
reading room, gymnasium,, craft room, ladies' lounge, kitchen, 
shower room, and bowling alleys. 

As the first industrial Y. M. C. A. in the State, a membership 
drive began Feb. 14, 1903. One hundred applications were 
received in the first hour. Public announcements of this mem- 
bership drive were written in three languages. 

On May 1, 1919, a new policy and club name was adopted. 
The Sutherland Club membership was then opened to all male 
Company employees and residents of Proctor. 

Beginning Sept. 15, 1944, the scopc^ of the. work was enlarged 
to include in its in(Mnl.)(M'ship men, women, and junior and senior 
high school students. These activities arc now being carri(Hl on 
undei' the su|)ervisioii of (r(M)rg(* Smith, Director.

During 1945 the Town's Financial condition improved $6,- 
067.75. Through the ejfficient operation of the Town's affairs 
the past eleven years, there has been a steady reduction in the 
Net liabilitie^from $51,809.56 in 1936 to $2,439,15 in 1946. 

With the progress being made it seemed advisable to lay 
plan>s for the future. To coordinate all items of interest to the 
Community, a Town and Village Planning Committee has been 
organized. 

This gi'oup, composed of the Village Trustees, three Indus- 
trial Representatives, the Prudential Committee, and the Select- 
men, has met and discussed the projects which it is felt should 
be undertaken when conditions warrant. 

The Town and Village Planning Committee recommends 
that first consideration should be given to the need for improved 
educational facilities in the Community. 
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The welfare of those persons in Proctor requiring assistance 
has been provided for as follows: 

The State Department of Public Welfare, through aid to 
dependent children, has made grants to three families. 

Supplemental aid by the Town has been made to two families 
receiving Public Assistance Grants. 

Surphis clothing from the WPA Clothing Center and Town 
wood has been distributed to several families. 

Victory Gardens were prepared for planting and assigned to 
five families. 

Total payments of Old Age Assistance to residents of Proctor 
during 1945 amounted to $2,809.50. 

All employed families living in Town houses have paid 
their rents regularly. 

Realizing the importance of recreation in the Community 
the Selectmen have endeavored to cooperate materially with the 
local program whenever possible. 

A full report on white pine blister mst control work is 
published herein. Two-thirds of the local expense was borne by 
the Vermont Marble Company. We plan to continue our efforts' 
along similar lines this coming summer. 

We wish to express our appreciation for the cooperation of 
our Townspeople and the State Officials during the past year.

COOPERATIVE BLISTER RUST CONTROL WORK 
TOWN OF PROCTOR, VERMONT 
1945 

As recommended in the Town Report liist year a sum of 
$300.00 was assigned to the White Pine Blister Rust Control 
work. It was mutually agreed that this amount would be used 
in cooperation with funds provided by the State of Vermont 
and the U. S. Department of Agriculture. 

Eradication of eurrant and gooseberry bushes, the host 
plant of white pine blister rust, waa started on June 7 with a 
crew of six men. Thi? period of work continued until June 18 
when the Town money had been completely expended. During 
the period July 2 to 14 a crew paid entirely from Federal funds 
completed the eradication work for this season. 

The 1945 eradication work provided initial protectioa to 118 
acres of white pine by eradicating the currants and gooseberries 
from 439 acres of land and gave renewed protection to 25 acres 
of white pine by re-eradieation of cuiTants and gooseberries on 
86 acres of land which had been initially eradicated several years 
ago. In the areas initially (^radicated during 1945 the control < 
will remain effective for several years and on most of the area 
re-eradicated the pine wiU be protected to maturity.

The two remaining sections of the Florence Road were 
treated with two applications of tar and crushed stone, thus 
completing the entire length of the Selected Highways, 

A mile and a half of the West Road was retreated with one 
application, together with Cain St., Beaver Pd. Rd., Powers 
Hill, and a section of High St. and Church St. 

PortionB of the Improved Gravel roads should be surface 
treated as soon as possible. All surface treated roads must be 
retreated about every five years, which mean^s about four miles 
each year. . . 

The very severe summer storms did only sHght damage to 
the roads in Proctor. It therefore seemed only right that help 
be loaned to damaged areas, and so assistance in the form of 
manpower and trucks was given to the State^ Town of Rutland 

and TowB of Chittenden, 

The resurfacing work was done with the aid of the State 
and the entire groups moved to Pittsford to assist with their 
program* 

The summer was so continuously wet that no chloride was 
necessary on the gravel roads. The amount purchased will be 
available for Winter Maintenance or for application next sum- 
mer if needed.

Because 
of this, the system was sterilized and later samples tested showed 
no contamination. 

Water at the swimming pool was also tested and no con- 
tamination was found. 

A P.T,A. pre-school clinic, assisted by Dr. Black was held 
during the summer. 

Diphtheria Toxoid was given to 52 children and all who 
had not been vaccinated were treated.
